Cucamonga Eligible to Receive 
Aid From Upland Housing 
Authority Funds 








Possibilities for extending bene- 
fits of Upland federal housing au- 
thority to the Cucamonga dis- 
trict were told by Pau! Schowal- 
ter, member of the board, and 
Otto S. Roen,-director of project 
development, who were guests at 
Cucamonga Service club's dinner 
meeting last night at the Syca- 
mores. 

Preliminary steps in establish- 
ment of the authority included 
thorough surveys of low income 
housing conditions in Cucamonga, 
Upiand and Guasti. This was 
done, it was explained, as the Up- 
land authority has jurisdiction to 
institute projects within five miles 
of Upland city limits. 

The original plan, Schowalter 
said, included. Upland and Guasti. 
But since funds are more than 
sufficient fur both, and other sav- 
ings may be effected through do- 
nation of land by Guasti for pro- 
jects ‘there, together with econ- 
omies in construction and other 
departments, Cucamonga may be 
included, if desired. He pointed 
out, however, that this would de- 
pend upon working out problems 
particularly individual to the 
Cucamonga district. 


Mr. Roen answered many ques- 
tions pertaining to the housing 
authority as well as. to Cuca- 
monga’s specific problems with 
relation to it, 

The Service club went on rec- 
ord promising all assistance it 
might give toward securing bene- 
fits of the housing authority to 
Cucamonga, ‘where they are so 
sorely needed.

“It is hereby declared to ‘be the 
policy of the United States to pro- 
jmote the general welfare of the 
nation by employing its funds arid : 
credit, as provided in this act, to 
assist the several states nd their 
political subdivisions 
remedy the unsafe and insanitary 
housing conditions and the acute 
shortage of decent, safe and sani- 
tary dwellings for families of low 
income, in rural and urban com- 
munities that sre injurious to the 
health, safety and ‘morals of the 
citizens of the nation.” 

639 SUBSTANDARD HOUSES 

When this statement of policy 
is translated into the needs of Up- 
land, and its area of jurisdiction. 





found that there are 639 substand- 
ard dwelling units in the local 
area. This number of units was 
covered in the housing survcy last 
summer. At that time only concen- 
trated areas were surveyed. Now, 
the survey is being extended to 
scattered dwelling units. 

The local survey also gave facts 
on incomes, rent and fatnily size. 
There are more families with 
‘monthly incomes fran $40 to $59 
a month than in any other income 
group. Next*to this income group, 
are more families with incomes 
from $20 to $39 a month. 

Therefore, the local survey es- 
tablished the existence of families 
of low income. Again referring to 
the federal law, it states, “the ; 
term “families of low income 
means families who are in the low- 
est income group and who cannot 
afford to pay enough to cause pri- 
vate enterprise in their locality or 
metropolitan area ‘to build ade- 
quate supply of decent, safe and 
sanitary dwellings for their use.” 

That inadequate facilities are 
provided in local dwelling units 
(thus making them substandard) 
ig shown by the fact that less than 
one-fourth have inside toilet, and | 
only one-fifth have inside bain. 
Four and five families frequently 
share one outside toilet. One-half 
of the homes are overcrowded, 
oftentbnes as many as 13 people 
occupying two rooms. 


RENTS MUST BE LOW 

That rents must be only what 
families of law income can pay is 
specified in another provision of 
the federal law which says: “the 
dwellings in low-rent housing as 
defined in this act shall be availa- 
ble solely for families whose net 
income at the time of admission 
does not exceed five times the ren- 
tal (including the value or cost to 
them of heat, light, water and 
cooking fuel) except in the case 
of the families with three or more 
minor dependents, such ratio shall 
not exceed six to one”. 

To get rents down to the level 
necessary, Congress authorizes 
the payment of annual subsidies. 
Payment of subsidies depends, 
however, upon the demolition, ef- 
fective closing, or bringing up to 
standard, of substantially the 
same number of dwelling units as 
are being erected by the authority.

Some people helieve there is 
safety in numbers, but however 
that may be, one would think 
that 14 stop warning signs and 

lights ought to be enough at 
one intersection to make it 

comparatively safe. Neverthe- 
less, there is an old saying 
which says that one “cannot 
see the forest for the trees’. 

The latter might seem to ap- 

! ply to Foothill boulevard and 
Euclid avenue, where there are 
14 stop warnings, and yet more 
accidents take place at this 
point than any other in Upland. 
There are all these warnings, 
and yet drivers say they do not 
see them! 

Fourteen warnings and lights 
—eight “stops” painted on the 
street surface, three for each 
direction on Foothill and one 
for each direction on Euclid;

overhead lights, one being of 
the flourescent type, to spot up 
the corner at night.
